The State collected $36,146,083 in percentage fee taxes during the month of March 1998, based
upon the taxable revenues generated in February 1998. This represents a 2.16% (or $762,865)
increase compared to the prior year’s March (1997), when percentage fee collections were
$35,383,218.

On a nine-month fiscal-year-to-date (July 1, 1997 through March 31, 1998) basis, the State of
Nevada collected $323,106,291 in percentage fee taxes. This represents a 1.97% increase from the
prior fiscal year nine-month period when collectionstotaled $316,868,036.
